Prof. C. O. Branncn of the Univer- 


sity 1 of Arkansas, writing in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Arkansas State Plan- 
ning Conference (July 10-11, 1934), re- 
views the'real1 estate tax situation and 
then continues: 


The case against personal prop- 


erty is oven worse. This class of 
property is not only gradually dis- 
appearing from the tax books, but 


• few instances we known where 
legal requirements arc followed in ; 
.the collection of personal property 
'taxes. This tax has practically be- 
come voluntary. 
Commissioner Phipps, of course,-is 


looking to the-time /-whwi .the state; 
possibly at the next session of the 
legislature, will shake up our entire 
taxation machinery to.save the -public 
schools in particular. 


But Professor Branncn offers some 


suggestions not only in the interest of 
the schools and other tax-supported 
institutions, but in the interest of ab- 
solute justice nnd equality for the 
taxpayers. 


Ho writes: 


Most people say that the cause 


of delinquency is hard times. While 
the depression is perhaps the occa- 
sion for the rising rate of delin- 
quency, the fundamental causes 
lie deeper. It may be laid clown as 
a fundamental fact in taxation that 
a tax without a relatively severe 
penalty will not be paid on lime. 
In l»nd taxation the ultimate pen- 
alty contemplated in tho law is the 
loss of title to the land. The most 
important factor affecting delin- 
quency in Arkansas: is involved in 
the problem of tax titles . . . . 
Leniency on the part of both state 
and local governments is a second 
contributing cause in (lie present 
instance.

lion of farmers to increase cotton 
acreage. We are not near rid of the 
excess supply of cotton, although it 
has been reduced very materially dur- 
ing the past two years. It is too late 
now to try any new plan for next 
year. 


"The propaganda being spread for 


the purpose of swaying votes against 
the Bankhead bill, will not fool the 
farmers. 


"The real motive behind this opposi- 


tion is too apparent. The price of our 
cotton has doubled and the price of 
cotton seed has been multiplied, .by 
four, since this control plan was start- 
ed two years ago. 


"The only organized opposition to 


this program comes from those who 
are more interested in volume than 
price. However, the farmers are not 
being fooled by the scare stories about 
foerign growths of cotton, and the loss 
of foreign markets. 


"They know more about these sub- 


jects than a lot of people who are 
writing whole pages about them. They 
know they are better with 13-cent cot- 
ton and $40 seed than they were with 
C-ccnt cotton and $10 seed. 


"My suggestion is that we stick to 


the Bankhead bill another year, and 
then take up a long-time program, if 
a better one can be presented."

Jobless Increase, 
Declares A. F. of L 


550,000 More in October 


Than Year Ago, Says 


President Green 


^yASHINGTON—(/P)—On the eve of 


a significant administration decision as 
to its future relief policy, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor Thursday 
night reported that 550,000 more men 
and women were unemployed than in 
October a year ago. 


William Green, president of the fed- 


eration, interpreted this to mean that 
the relief problem over the coming 
winter was "the most serious this na- 
tion has ever faced. 


"We are entering 
the 
winter of 


1934," he said, "with 550,000 more out 
of work than we had at this time a 
year ago. The American Federation of 
Labor estimates show 10,671,000 with- 
out work in industry in October, 1934 
as compared to 10,122,000 in October, 
1933."
